amendments to the Constitution proposed 
by the L-gislature of 1891 WHS taken to tbe 
Supreme Court at Carson. Tiie Court de- 
oided that tbe publication complied with 
the'ieqnirementa ci theConatitutioD. Such 
being tbe decision if the present Legisla- 
ture acl'>p'3 ihe amendment:! they can be 
submitted to the people at a sptoial election 
for r;itifiliation or rejeoi'.ion.

An Annexation Bill. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—Yesterday Mor- 


gan, tha Jeadibg member of the Senate 
Committee on Foreign Eolations, had a 
short conference wilb Secretary of State 
Foster, and the bill introduced by Morgan 
to-day is the probable ontcome of that con- 
ference, 
Morgan is an enthnxiastio annex- 


ationist, aod it will be seen in the measure 
that be provides not only for Hawaii but 
any similar condition that may arise in tbe 
future, 


Tbe full text of tbe bill, which is a very 


shorf one, ia as follows: 


"That whenever the United States Khali 


acquire dominion over any foreign country 
or plnce, by treaty or annexation or otber- 
wme, the President of the United States 
witb the udviofi and consent of tbe Senate 
may appoint a Governor for the same, and 
tbe [emulative council shall consist of any 
number of persons not less thab five nor 
more than twenty five, whose acts shall be 
subject to revision or repeal by Congress, 
and unless the treaty, annexation oroeesioii 
shall otherwise provide ihe Governor and 
council shall constitute and conduct all 
provisional government for such country or 
place uutil Congress 
vide by la*." 


Their Hopee Growing Lots. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—The House to-day 


considered the legislative appropriation bill ia 
committee of the whole, and afterwards ad- 
jouraed. The report of the committee on 
rules on the silver question will come up ia the 
House, to-morrow. This afternoon the advo- 
cates of the- repeal of the Sherman act were 
in conference. Their hopes of securing a clo- 
ture has grown less as the time -for taking a 
vote is approached. A majority of the Demo- 
crats are against it, and the effort to secure sup- 
port from the Republicans appears to have 
failed. The western leaders have a list ol 
thirty or forty Republicans who they say will 
oppose the taking up of the silver question at 
this time. Unless there should be an unex- 
pectedly change in the present situation on the 
cloture, it will become necessary after that 
proposition is defeated to .decide on a course to 
be pursued. The anti-silver men will then 
change the tactics and vote for the adoption o 
the rules committee's report, while free coinage 
men will vote against it. 


The Silver Question.
